The following Act of Parliament received the assent of the President 
on the 12th December, 1970, and is hereby published for general 
information: — 

THE TAXATION LAWS (AMENDMENT) ACT, 1970 

No. 42 of 1970 

[12th December, 1970] 

An Act further to amend the Income-tax Act, 1961, the 
Wealth-tax Act, 1957, the Gift-tax Act, 1958 and the Companies 
(Profits) Surtax Act, 1964. 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Twenty-first Year of the Republic 
of India as follows: — 

CHAPTER I 
Preliminary 


1. (1) This Act may be called the Taxation Laws (Amendment) Act, 
1670.

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CHAPTER II 

Amendments to the Income-tax Act, 1961 

2. In section 2 of the Income-tax Act, 1961 (hereinafter referred to aa 43 
the Income-tax Act), in clause (1),— 

(i) for sub-clause (a), the following sub-clause shall be, and 
shall be deemed always to have been, substituted, namely:— 

“ (a) any rent or revenue derived from land which is situated 
in India and is used for agricultural purposes;”; 

(i{) in sub-clause (c), for the proviso, the following proviso 
shall be, and shall be deemed always to have been, substituted, 
namely: — 

‘‘Provided that— 

(i) the building is on or in the immediate vicinity of 
the land, and is a building which the receiver of the rent 
or revenue or the cultivator, or the receiver of rent-in-kind, 
by reason of his connection with the land, requires as a 
dwelling house, or as a store-house, or other out-building, and 

(ii) the land is either assessed to land revenue in India 
or is subject to a local rate assessed and collected by officers 
of the Government as such or where the land is not so assess¬ 
ed to land revenue or subject to a local rate, it is not situated 

(A) in any area which is comprised within the 
jurisdiction of a municipality (whether known as a 
municipality, municipal corporation, notified area com¬ 
mittee, town area committee, town committee or by any 
other name) or a cantonment board and which has a 
population of not less than ten thousand according to the 
last preceding census of which the relevant figures have 
been published before the first day of the previous year; 
or 


(B) in any area within such distance, not being more 
than eight kilometres, from the local limits of any muni¬ 
cipality or cantonment board referred to in item (A), as 
the Central Government may, having regard to the ex¬ 
tent of, and scope for, urbanisation of that area and other 
relevant considerations, specify in this behalf by notifica¬ 
tion in the Official Gazette;”. 

3. In section 10 of the Income-tax Act,— 


(a) in clause (2), before the words “any sum received”, the 
words, brackets and figures "subject to the provisions of sub-section 
(2) of section 64,” shall be inserted, 
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(b) for clause (5), the following clause shall be, and shall be 
deemed always to hare been, substituted, namely; — 

“(5) subject to such conditions as the Central Government 
may prescribe, in the case of an individual being a citizen of 
India,— 

(i) in relation to any assessment year not being an 
assessment year commencing after the 1st day of April, 1970, 
the value of any travel concession or assistance received by 
or due to such individual,— 

(a) from his employer for himself, his spouse and 
children, in connection with his proceeding on leave to 
his home-district in India; 

(b) from his employer or former employer for him¬ 
self, his spouse and children, in connection with his pro¬ 
ceeding to his home-district in India after retirement 
from service or after the termination of his service; 

(if) in relation to any other assessment year the value 
of any travel concession or assistance received by or due to 
such individual,— 

(a) from his employer for himself, his spouse and 
children, in connection with his proceeding on leave to 
any place in India; 

(b) from his employer or former employer for him¬ 
self, his spouse and children, in connection with his pro¬ 
ceeding to any place in India after retirement from 
service or after the termination of his service: 

Provided that the amount exempt under item (a) or 
item (b) of this sub-clause shall in no case exceed the value 
of the travel concession or assistance which would have been 
received by or due to the individual in connection with bis 
proceeding to his home-district in India on leave or, as the 
case may be, after retirement from service or after the 
termination of his service;”; 

(c) in clause (6),— 

(f) for sub-clause (i), the following sub-clause shall be, 
and shall be deemed always to have been, substituted, namely. 

“(i) subject to such conditions as the Central Govern¬ 
ment may prescribe, passage moneys or the value of any 
free or concessional passage received by or due to such 
individual— 

(a) from his employer for himself, his spouse and 
children, in connection with his proceeding on home 
leave out of India; 

(b) from his employer or former employer for him¬ 
self, his spouse and children, in connection with his pro¬ 
ceeding to his home country out of India after retirement 
from service in India or after the termination of such 
service;”; 
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(if) in sub-clause (vii),— 

(A) after the words “as a technician in the employment”, 
the brackets, words, figures and letters "(commencing from 
a date before the 1st day of April, 1971)” shall be inserted; 

(fl) in the Explanation, tor the word ‘ "Technician” 
the words ‘For the purposes of this sub-clause, "technician” * 
shall be substituted; 

(Hi) after sub-clause (uff), the following sub-clause shall be 
inserted, namely: — 

‘(uifa) where such individual renders services as a 
technician in the employment (commencing from a date after 
the 31st day of March, 1971) of the Government or of a local 
authority or of any corporation set up under any special law 
or of any such institution or body established in India for 
carrying on scientific research as is approved for the pur¬ 
poses of this sub-clause by the prescribed authority or in any 
business carried on in India and the following conditions are 
fulfilled, namely, that— 

(1) the individual was not resident in India in any 
of the four financial years immediately preceding the 
financial year in which he arrived in India, and 

(2) the contract of his service in India is approved 
by the Central Government, the application for such 
approval having been made to that Government before 
the commencement of such service or within six months 
of such commencement, 

the remuneration for such services due to or received by him, 
which is chargeable under the head "Salaries”, to the extent 
mentioned below, namely: — 

(A) such remuneration due to or received by him 
during the period of twenty-four months commencing 
from the date of his arrival in India, in so far as such 
remuneration does not exceed an amount calculated at 
the rate of four thousand rupees per month, and where 
the tax on the excess, if any, of such remuneration for 
the period aforesaid over the amount so calculated is paid 
to the Central Government by the employer (which tax. 
In the case of an employer, being a company, may he paid 
notwithstanding anything contained in section 200 of the 
Companies Act, 1956), also the tax so paid by the em¬ 
ployer; and 

(B) where Ee continues, with tEe approval of the 
Central Government obtained before the 1st day of 
October of the relevant assessment year, to remain in 
employment in India after the expiry of the period of 
twenty-four months aforesaid and the tax on his income 
chargeable under the head “Salaries” is paid to the Cen¬ 
tral Government by the employer (which tax, in the case 
Of ap employer, being a company, may be paid notwith- 
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standing anything contained in section 200 of the Com¬ 
panies Act, 1956), the tax so paid by the employer for a 
period not exceeding twenty-four months next following 
the expiry of the first-mentioned twenty-four months. 

Explanation ,—For the purposes of this sub-clause, "tech¬ 
nician" means a person having specialised knowledge and 
experience in— 

(1) constructional or manufacturing operations, or 
in mining or in the generation of electricity or any other 
form of power, or 

(ii) agriculture, animal husbandry, dairy farming, 
deep sea fishing or ship building, 
who is employed in India in a capacity in which such spe¬ 
cialised knowledge and experience are actually utilised;'; 

(d) in clause (26 ), the words “who is not in the service of Gov¬ 
ernment,” shall be, and shall be deemed always to have been, omitted; 

(e) after clause (29), the following clause shall be, and shall be 
deemed to have been, inserted with effect from the 1st day of April, 
1969, namely: — 

‘(30) in the case of an assessee who carries on the business 
of growing and manufacturing tea in India, the amount of any 
subsidy received from or through the Tea Board under any such 
scheme for replantation or replacement of tea bushes as the Cen¬ 
tral Government may, by notification in the Official Gazette, 
specify: 

Provided that the assessee furnishes to the Income-tax Officer, 
along with his return of income for the assessment year concerned 
or within such further time as the Income-tax Officer may allow, 
a certificate from the Tea Board as to the amount of such subsidy 
paid to the assessee during the previous year. 

Explanation .—In this clause, “Tea Board” means the Tea 
Board established under section 4 of the Tea Act, 1953.’. 

4 . In section 23 of the Income-tax Act,— 

(o) in sub-section (1), for the second proviso, the following pro¬ 
viso shall be substituted, namely:— 

“Provided further that the annual value as determined under 
this sub-section shall,— 

(a) in the case of a building comprising one or more 
residential units, the erection of which is begun after the 
1st day of April, 1961 and completed before the 1st day of 
April, 1970 for a period of three years from the date of 
completion of the building, be reduced by a sum equal to the 
aggregate of— 

(i) in respect of any residential unit whose annual 
value as so determined does not exceed six hundred 
rupees, the amount of such annual value;

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(it) in respect of any residential unit whose annual 
value as so determined exceeds six hundred rupees, an 
amount of six hundred rupees; 

(b) in the case of a building comprising one or more 
residential units, the erection of which is begun after the 
1st day of April, 1961 and completed after the 31st day of 
March, 1970, for a period of five years from the date of com¬ 
pletion of the building, be reduced by a sum equal to the 
aggregate of— 

(i) in respect of any residential unit whose annual 
value as so determined does not exceed one thousand 
two hundred rupees, the amount of such annual value; 

(n) in respect of any residential unit whose annual 
value as so determined exceeds one thousand two hund¬ 
red rupees, an amount of one thousand two hundred 
rupees, 

so, however, that the income in respect of any residential 
unit referred to in clause (a) or clause (b) is in no case a 
loss.”; 

(b) for sub-section (2), the following sub-section shall be sub¬ 
stituted, namely: — 

“ (2) Where the property consists of one or more houses and 
such house or houses is or are in the occupation of the owner 
for the purposes of his own residence, the annual value of such 
house or where there are two such houses, the annual value of 
each such house or where there are more than two such houses, 
the annual value of two of such houses (which the assessee 
may, at his option, specify in this behalf) shall first be deter¬ 
mined in the same manner as if the property had been let and 
further be reduced, in each case, by one-half of the amount so 
determined or one thousand eight hundred rupees, whichever is 
less: 


Provided that where the sum so arrived at exceeds ten per 
cent, of the total income of the owner (the total income for this 
purpose being computed without including therein any income 
from such property and before making any deduction under 
Chapter VIA), the excess shall be disregarded. 

Explanation 1 —Where any such residential unit as is refer¬ 
red to in the second proviso to sub-section (1) is in the occupa¬ 
tion of the owner for the purposes of his own residence, nothing 
contained in that proviso shall apply in computing the annual 
value of that residential unit. 

Explanation 2.—Where any such property as is referred to 
in this sub-section consists of more than two houses, the annual 
value of the houses other than those the annual value of which 
is required to be determined under this sub-section shall be 
determined under sub-section (/) as if such houses had been

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5. In section 32 of the Income-tax Act,— 

(a) after sub-section ( 1 ), the following sub-section shall be In¬ 
serted, namely: — 

‘(1A) Where the business or profession is carried on in a 
building not owned by the assessee but in respect of which the 
assessee holds a lease or other right of occupancy and any capi¬ 
tal expenditure is incurred by the assessee for the purposes 
of the business or profession after the 31st day of March, 1970 
on the construction of any structure or doing of any work in or 
in relation to, and by way of renovation or extension of, or im¬ 
provement to, the building, then, In respect of depreciation of 
such structure or work, the following deductions shall, subject to 
the provisions of section 34, be allowed— 

(i) such percentage on the written down value of the 
structure or work as may in any case or class of cases be 
prescribed; 

(ii) in the case of any such structure or work which is 
sold, discarded, demolished, destroyed or is surrendered as 
a result of the determination of the lease or other right of 
occupancy in respect of the building in the previous year 
(other than the previous year in which it is constructed or 
done) the amount by which the moneys payable in respect 
of such structure or work together with the amount of scrap 
value, if any, fall short of the written down value thereof: 

Provided that such deficiency is actually written off in 
the books of the assessee. 

Explanation.— For the purposes of this clause,— 

(i) “moneys payable”, in respect of any structure 

or work, includes— 

(a) any insurance or compensation moneys pay¬ 
able in respect thereof; 

(b) where the structure or work is sold, the 
price for which it Is sold; and 

(ii) "sold” shall have the meaning assigned to It In 

the Explanation to clause (iii) of sub-section (1).’; 

(b) in sub-section (2), after the words, brackets and figure 
"of sub-section (1)”, the words, brackets, figures and letter “or 
under clause (1) of sub-section ( 1A )” shall be inserted. 

ft. In section 34 of the Income-tax Act,— 

(a) in sub-section (1), after the words, brackets and figure “in 
sub-section ( 1)”, the words, brackets, figure and letter "or sub-sec¬ 
tion ( 1A )” shall be inserted; 

(b) in sub-section (2 ),— 

(i) in clause (i),— 

(A) after the words, brackets and figure “under sub¬ 
section (1)”, the words, brackets, figure and letter “or sub¬ 
section (1A)” shall be inserted;

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(B) for the words “plant or furniture”, the words “plant, 
furniture, structure or work” shall be substituted; 

(11) after clause (11), the following clause shall be inserted,

“(111) nothing in clause (1) of sub-section ( 1A) of sec¬ 
tion 32 shall be deemed to authorise the allowance for any 
previous year of any sum in respect of any structure or 
work in or in relation to a building referred to in that sub¬ 
section which is sold, discarded, demolished or destroyed or 
is surrendered as a result of the determination of the lease 
or other right of occupancy in respect of the building in that 
year.”. 

7. In section 35 of the Income-tax Act, in clause ( iv ) of sub-section (2), 
for the words, brackets and figures “sub-section (1) of section 32”, the 
words, b racke ts, figures and letter “sub-section (1) ox under sub-section 
(2A) of section 32” shall be substituted. 

8. After section 35C of the Income-tax Act, the following sections shall 
be inserted, namely: — 


‘35D. (J) Where an assessee, being an Indian company or a per¬ 
son (other than a company) who is resident in India, incurs, after 
the 31st day of March, 1970, any expenditure specified In sub-section 
( 2 ),- 

(t) before the commencement of his business, or 

(ii) after the commencement of his business, in connection 
with the extension of his industrial undertaking or in connection 
with his setting up a new industrial unit , 

the assessee shall, in accordance with and subject to the provisions of 
this section, be allowed a deduction of an amount equal to one- 
tenth of such expenditure for each of the ten successive previous 
years beginning with the previous year in which the business com¬ 
mences or, as the case may be, the previous year in which the ex¬ 
tension of the industrial undertaking is completed or the new Indus¬ 
trial unit commences production or operation. 

(2) The expenditure referred to in sub-section (I) shall be the 
expenditure specified in any one or more of the following clauses, 
namely:— 

(a) expenditure in connection with— 

(i) preparation of feasibility report; 

(ii) preparation of project report; 

(iii) conducting market survey or any other survey 

necessary for the business of the assessee; 

(iv) engineering services relating to the business of the 

assessee: 

Provided that the work in connection with the preparation of 
the feasibility report or the project report or the conducting of 
market survey or of any other survey or the engineering services 
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referred to in this clause is carried out by the assessee himself 
or by a concern which is for the time being approved in this be¬ 
half by the Board; 

(b) legal charges for drafting any agreement between the 
assessed and any other person for any purpose relating to the 
setting up or conduct of the business of the assessee; 

(c) where the assessee is a company, also expenditure— 

(i) by way of legal charges for drafting the Memoran¬ 
dum and Articles of Association of the company; 

(ii) on printing of the Memorandum and Articles of 
Association; 

(Hi) by way of fees for registering the company under 
the provisions of the Companies Act, 1956; 

(in) in connection with the issue, for public subscrip¬ 
tion, of shares in or debentures of the company, being under¬ 
writing commission, brokerage and charges for drafting, 
typing, printing and advertisement of the prospectus; 

(d) such other items of expenditure (not being expendi¬ 
ture eligible for any allowance or deduction under any other 
provision of this Act) as may be prescribed. 

(3) Where the aggregate amount of the expenditure referred 
to in sub-section (2) exceeds an amount calculated at two and one- 
half per cent.— 

(a) of the cost of the project, or 

(b) where the assessee is an Indian company, at the option 
of the company, of the capital employed in the business of the 
company, 

the excess shall be ignored for the purpose of computing the deduc¬ 
tion allowable under sub-section (1). 

Explanation.—In this sub-section— 

(a) “cost of the project” means-— 

(i) in a case referred to in clause (i) of sub-section (I), 
the actual cost of the fixed assets, being land, buildings, 
leaseholds, plant, machinery, furniture, fittings and railway 
sidings (including expenditure on developinent of land and 
buildings), which are shown in the books of the assessee as 
on the last day of the previous year in which the business 
of the assessee commences; 

(ii) in a case referred to in clause (ii)*of sub-section 
(1), the actual cost of the fixed assets, being land, buildings, 
leaseholds, plant, machinery, furniture, fittings and railway 
sidings (including expenditure on development of land and 
buildings), which are shown in the books of the assessee as 
on the last day of the previous year in which the extension 
of the industrial undertaking is completed or, as the case 
may be, the new industrial unit commences production or 
operation, in so far as such fixed assets have been acquired 
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or developed in connection with the extension of the indus¬ 
trial undertaking or the setting up of the new industrial 
unit of the assessee; 

(fa) “capital employed in the business of the company” 
means— 


(i) in a case referred to in clause (i) of sub-section 
( 1 ), the aggregate of the issued share capital, debentures and 
long-term borrowings as on the last day of the previous year 
in which the business of the company commences; 

( ii ) in a case referred to in clause (ii) of sub-section (2), 
the aggregate of the issued share capital, debentures and 
long-term borrowings as on the last day of the previous 
year in which the extension of the industrial undertaking 
is completed or, as the case may be, the new industrial unit 
commences production or operation, in so far as such capital, 
debentures and long-term borrowings have been issued or 
obtained in connection with the extension of the industrial 
undertaking or the setting up of the new industrial unit of 
the company; 

(c) “long-term borrowings” means— 

(i) any moneys borrowed by the company from Gov¬ 
ernment or the Industrial Finance Corporation of India or 
the Industrial Credit and Investment Corporation of India 
or any other financial institution which is for the time being 
approved by the Central Government for the purposes of 
clause (viii) of sub-section (2) of section 36 or any banking 
institution (not being a financial Institution referred to 
above), or 

(ii) any moneys borrowed or debt incurred by it in a 
foreign country in respect of the purchase outside India of 
capital plant and machinery, where the terms under which 
such moneys are borrowed or the debt is incurred provide 
for the repayment thereof during a period of not less than 
seven years. 

(4) Where the assessee is a person other than a company or a 
co-operative society, no deduction shall be admissible under sub¬ 
section (2) unless the accounts of the assessee for the year or years 
in which the expenditure specified in sub-section (2) is incurred have 
been audited by an accountant as defined in the Explanation below 
sub-section (2) of section 286, and the assessee furnishes, along with 
his return of income for the first year in which the deduction under 
this section is claimed, the report of such audit in the prescribed 
form duly signed and verified by such accountant and setting forth 
such particulars as may be prescribed. 

(5) Where the undertaking of an Indian company which is 
entitled to the deduction under sub-section (2) is transferred, before 
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the expiry of the period of ten years specified in sub-section (1), to 
another Indian company in a scheme of amalgamation,— 

(i) no deduction shall be admissible under sub-section (1) 
in the case of the amalgamating company for the previous year 
in which the amalgamation takes place; and 


(ii) the provisions of this section shall, as far as may be, 
apply to the amalgamated company as they would have applied 
to the amalgamating company if the amalgamation had not taken 
place. 


(6) Where a deduction under this section is claimed and allow¬ 
ed for any assessment year in respect of any expenditure specified 
in sub-section (2), the expenditure in respect of which deduction is 
so allowed shall, not qualify for deduction under any other provi¬ 
sion of this Act for the same or any other assessment year. 


35E. (1) Where an assessee, being an Indian company or a person 
(other than a company) who is resident in India, is engaged in any 
operations relating to prospecting for, or extraction or production of, 
any mineral and incurs, after the 31st day of March, 1970, any ex¬ 
penditure specified in sub-scetion (2), the assessee shall, in accord¬ 
ance with and subject to the provisions of this section, be allowed 
for each one of the relevant previous years a deduction of an amount 
equal to one-tenth of the amount of such expenditure.

(2) The expenditure referred to in sub-section (1) is that incur¬ 
red by the assessee after the date specified in that sub-section at 
any time during the year of commercial production and any one or 
more of the four years immediately preceding that year, wholly 
and exclusively on any operations relating to prospecting for any 
mineral or group of associated minerals specified in Part A or Part B, 
respectively, of the Seventh Schedule or on the development of a 
mine or other natural deposit of any such mineral or group of as¬ 
sociated minerals: 

Provided that there shall be excluded from such expenditure 
any portion thereof which is met directly or indirectly by any other 
person or authority and any sale, salvage, compensation or insurance 
moneys realised by the assessee in respect of any property or rights 
brought into existence as a result of the expenditure. 

(3) Any expenditure— 

(i) on the acquisition of the site of the source of any mineral 
or group of associated minerals referred to in sub-section (2) or 
of any rights in or over such site; 

(ii) on the acquisition of the deposits of such mineral or 
group of associated minerals or of any rights in or over such de¬ 
posits; or 

(Hi) of a capital nature in respect of any building, machinery, 
plant or furniture for which allowance by way of depreciation is 
admissible under section 32, 
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shall not be deemed to be expenditure incurred by the assessee for 
any of the purposes specified in sub-section (2). 

(f) The deduction to be allowed under sub-section ( 1 ) for any 
relevant previous year shall be— 

(a) an amount equal to one-tenth of the expenditure speci¬ 
fied in sub-section (2) (such one-tenth being hereafter in this sub¬ 
section referred to as the instalment); or 

(b) such amount as is sufficient to reduce to nil the income 
(as computed before making the deduction under this section) of 
that previous year arising from the commercial exploitation 
[whether or not such commercial exploitation is as a result of 
the operations or development referred to in sub-section (2)] of 
any mine or other natural deposit of the mineral or any one or 
more of the minerals in a group of associated minerals as afore¬ 
said in respect of which the expenditure was incurred, 

whichever amount is less: 

Provided that the amount of the instalment relating to any rele¬ 
vant previous year, to the extent to which it remains unallowed, shall 
be carried forward and added to the instalment relating to the previ¬ 
ous year next following and deemed to be part of that instalment, and 
so on, for succeeding previous years, so, however, that no part of any 
instalment shall be carried forward beyond the tenth previous year 
as reckoned from the year of commercial production. 

(5) For the purposes of this section,— 

(a) ‘'operation relating to prospecting” means any operation 
undertaken for the purpose of exploring, locating or proving de¬ 
posits of any mineral, and includes any such operation which 
proves to be infructuous or abortive; 

(b) “year of commercial production” means the previous year 
in which as a result of any operation relating to prospecting, com¬ 
mercial production of any mineral or any one or more of the 
minerals in a group of associated minerals specified in Part A or 
Part B, respectively, of the Seventh Schedule, commences; 

(c) “relevant previous years” means the ten previous years 
beginning with the year of commercial production. 

(6) Where the assessee is a person other than a company or a 
co-operative society, no deduction shall be admissible under sub-sec- 
tion (1) unless the accounts of the assessee for the year or years in 
which the expenditure specified in sub-section (2) is incurred have 
heen audited by an accountant as defined in the Explanation 
below sub-section (2) of section 288, and the assessee furnishes, 
along with his return of income for the first year in which the deduc¬ 
tion under this section is claimed, the report of such audit in the 
prescribed form duly signed and verified by such accountant and set¬ 
ting forth such particulars as may be prescribed. 

(7) Where the undertaking of an Indian company which is enti¬ 
tled to the deduction under sub-section (I) is transferred, before the 
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expiry of the period of ten years specified in sub-section (7), to 
another Indian company in a scheme of amalgamation— 

(i) no deduction shall be admissible under sub-section (1) 
in the case of the amalgamating company for the previous year 
in which the amalgamation takes place; and 

(ii) the provisions of this section shall, as far as may be, apply 
to the amalgamated company as they would have applied to the 
amalgamating company if the amalgamation had not taken place. 

(8) Where a deduction under this section is claimed and allowed 
for any assessment year in respect of any expenditure specified in 
sub-section (2), the expenditure in respect of which deduction is so 
allowed shall not qualify for deduction under any other provision 
of this Act for the same or any other assessment year.’.

‘ (2A) Where any structure or work in or in connection with 
a building, being the structure or work referred to in sub-section 
(/A) of section 32, is sold, discarded, demolished, destroyed or Is 
surrendered as a result of the determination of the lease or other 
right of occupancy in respect of the building and the mo¬ 
neys payable in respect of such structure or work together

‘80QQ. (1) Where in the case of an assessee the gross total income 
of the previous year relevant to the assessment year commencing on 
the 1st day of April, 1971, or to any one of the four assessment years 
next following that assessment year, includes any profits and gains de¬ 
rived from a business carried on in India of printing and publication 
of books or publication of books, there shall, in accordance with and 
subject to the provisions of this section, be allowed, in computing the 
total income of the assessee, a deduction from such profits and gains 
of an amount equal to twenty per cent, thereof. 


(2) In a case where the assessee is entitled also to the deduction 
under section 80H or section 80J or section SOP, in relation to any part

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under sub-section (1) shall be allowed with reference to such profits 
and gains included in the gross total income as reduced by the deduc¬ 
tions under sections BOH, 80J and 80P. 

(3) For the purposes of this section, “books" shall not include 
newspapers, journals, magazines, diaries, brochures, tracts, pamphlets 
and other publications of a similar nature, by whatever name called.’.

“80U. In computing the total income of an individual, being a resi¬ 
dent, who, as at the end of the previous year,—

substantially his capacity to engage in a gainful employment or 
occupation, 

there shall be allowed a deduction of a sum of five thousand rupees: 

Provided that such individual produces before the Income-tax 
Officer, in respect of the first assessment year for which deduction is 
claimed under this section,— 

(a) in a case referred to in clause (i), a certificate as to his 
total blindness from a registered medical practitioner being an 
oculist; and 

(b) in a case referred to in clause (ii), a certificate as to the 
permanent physical disability referred to in the said clause from 
a registered medical practitioner.”. 

23. In section 89 of the Income-tax Act, in sub-sections (1) and (2), 
for the words “the Commissioner may, on an application made in this 
behalf by the assessee, grant such relief as he considers appropriate”, the 
following shall be substituted, namely:— 

“the Income-tax Officer shall, on an application made to him in 
this behalf, grant such relief as may be prescribed.”. 

24, In section 112A, of the Income-tax Act,— 

(a) for clauses (a) and (b), the following clauses shall be, and

‘‘119. (I) The Board may, from time to time, issue such orders, 
instructions and directions to other income-tax authorities as it may 
deem fit for the proper administration of this Act, and such authori¬ 
ties and all other persons employed in the execution of this Act shall 
observe and follow such orders', instructions and directions of the 
Board: 

Provided that no such orders, instructions or directions shall be 
issued— 

(a) so as to require any income-tax authority to make a 
particular assessment or to dispose of a particular case in a parti¬ 
cular manner; or 

(b) so as to interfere with the discretion of the Appellate 
Assistant Commissioner in the exercise of his appellate functions. 

(2) Without prejudice to the generality of the foregoing power,—

(b) the Board may, if it considers it desirable or expedient 
so to do for avoiding genuine hardship in any case or class of 
cases, by general or special order, authorise the Commissioner or 
the Income-tax Officer to admit an application or claim for any 
exemption, deduction, refund or any other relief under this Act 
after the expiry of the period specified by or under this Act for 
making such application or claim and deal with the same on 
merits in accordance with law. 
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(3) Every Income-tax Officer employed in the execution of this 
Act shall observe and follow such instructions as may be issued to 
him for his guidance by the Director of Inspection or by the Com¬ 
missioner or by the Inspecting Assistant Commissioner within whose 
jurisdiction he performs his functions.”.

“within the time allowed under sub-section (1)", the words “or 
within such further time which, on an application made in the pres¬ 
cribed manner, the Income-tax Officer may, in his discretion, allow” 
shall be inserted; 

(e) in sub-section (4), in clause (a), for the words, brackets and 
figures “and the provisions of clause (ill) of the proviso to sub¬ 
section (I) shall apply in every such case”, the words, brackets and 
figure “and the provisions of sub-section (8) shall apply in every 
such case" shall be substituted;

“ (8) (a) Where the return under sub-section (I) or sub¬ 
section (2) or sub-section (4) for an assessment year is fur¬ 
nished after the 30th day of September of the assessment year, or 
is not furnished, then [whether or not the Income-tax Officer 
has extended the date for furnishing the return under sub-section 
(1) or sub-section (2)], the assessee shall be liable to pay simple 
interest at nine per cent, per annum, reckoned from the 1st day 
of October of the assessment year to the date of the furnishing 
of the return or, where no return has been furnished, the date of 
completion of the assessment undr section 144, on the amount 
of the tax payable on the total income as determined on regular 
assessment, as reduced by the advance tax, if any, paid and 
any tax deducted at source; 
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Provided that In the case of any person whose total income 
includes any income from business or profession, the previous 
year in respect of which expired after the 31st day of December 
of the year imm ediately preceding the assessment year, such 
interest shall be reckoned from the 1st day of January instead 
of the 1st day of October of the assessment year: 

Provided further that the Income-tax Officer may, in such 
cases and under such circumstances as may be prescribed, re¬ 
duce or waive the interest payable by any person under this 
sub-section. 

Explanation .—For the purposes of this sub-section, where 
the assessee is a registered firm or an unregistered firm which 
has been assessed under clause (b) of section 183, the tax payable 
on the total income shall be the amount of tax which would have 
been payable if the firm had been assessed as an unregistered 
firm.

(d) the amount of any depreciation allowance, development 
rebate or any other allowance or deduction as determined under 
sub-section (1) is greater or smaller than the amount of the 
depreciation allowance, development rebate or, as the case may 
be, other allowance or deduction properly allowable under this 
Act; or 

(e) the amount of the refund as determined under sub-sec¬ 
tion (1) is greater or smaller than the amount of the refund, if 
any, due under this Act on a proper computation; or 

( f ) the status in which the assessee has been assessed under 
sub-section (1) is different from the status in which the assessee 
is properly assessable under this Act; 

(2) “status”, in relation to an assessee, means the classification 
of the assessee as an individual, a Hindu undivided family, or any 
other category of persons referred to in clause (31) of section 2, and 
where the assessee is a firm, its classification as a registered firm or an 
unregistered firm.’. 

31. In section 153 of the Income-tax Act,— 

(a) after sub-section (2), the following sub-section shall be in¬ 
serted, namely: — 

“(2A) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-sections 
(1) and (2), in relation to the assessment year commencing on

The amount of wealth-tax, interest, penalty, fine or any 
other sum payable, and the amount of refund due, under the provi¬ 
sions of this Act, shall be rounded off to the nearest rupee and, for 
this purpose, where such amount contains a part of a rupee consist¬ 
ing of paise, then, if such part is fifty paise or more, it shall be in¬ 
creased to one rupee, and if such part is less than fifty paise, it shall 
be ignored.”.

The amount assessed in accordance with the foregoing 
provisions of this Act as being the value of all taxable gifts shall be 
rounded off to the nearest multiple of ten rupees and, for this pur¬ 
pose, any part of a rupee consisting of paise shall be ignored and 
thereafter, if such amount is not a multiple of ten rupees, then, if 
the last figure in that amount is five or more, the amount shall be 
increased to the next higher amount which is a multiple of ten and, 
if the last figure is less than five, the amount shall be reduced to 
the next lower amount which is a multiple of ten; and the amount 
so rounded off shall be deemed to be the value of all taxable gifts 
of the assessee for the purposes of this Act. 

44B. The amount of gift-tax, interest, penalty, line or any other 
sum payable, and the amount of refund due, under the provisions 
of this Act, shall be rounded off to the nearest rupee and, for this 
purpose, where such amount contains a part of a rupee consisting 
of paise, then, if such part is fifty paise or more, it shall be increased 
to one rupee, and if such part is less than fifty paise, it shall be 
ignored.”. 

71. In section 46 of the Gift-tax Act, in sub-section (2), after clause 
(e), the following clause shall be inserted, namely; — 

" (ee) the procedure to be followed in calculating interest pay¬ 
able by assessees or interest payable by the Government to assessees 
under any provision of this Act, including the rounding off of the 
period for which such interest is to. be calculated in cases where 
such period includes a fraction of a month, and specifying the cir¬ 
cumstances in which and the extent to which petty amounts of 
interest payable by assessees may be ignored;”.
